Another type of container that has been 
used for wet wipes provides a roll of wipes in which the wipes are pulled from the top of 
the container in a direction that is parallel to the axis of the roll. These wipes are pulled 
from the center of a hollow coreless roll that has perforated sheets. These containers 
generally have a snap top lid that is opened to expose a piece of the wipes that can 
then be pulled to remove the desired amount of wipes. Once pulled out the wipes can 
then be torn off, usually at a perforation, and the lid closed. Embodiments of dispensers
